' whereof was ſingularly fertile in Wiier, 
and other fruits of the earth making her 
appeare with another countenance, then 
of a hideous Rocke : which could pro- 
miſe no pleaſure nor delight, but of ſuch 
a Hillas ſuppilyed the inhabitants with 
infinite comodoties, vnder ground caues, 
ahd gardens, ſtore-houlcs, and other c6- 
modious places, which they found with- 
in the boſome of this Mountaine, with 
all ſorts of pleaſures, delights, and deli- 
| cates. This other Hill which is aboue 
Silayo, and beyond the Riner, is ſome- 
what more diſtant from the Towne, 
which it ſcemerth Nature had purpoſely 
remoued from the fame, left jt might 
(perhaps) too much ſhadow and obſcure 
it, that the great mulrirude of trees wher- 
with this Hill was repleniſhed, being of 
it ſelfe higher, & ſteeper then the former, 
| and yet bearing (notwithſtanding the 
- ſteepeneſſe) both hay and wood, for the 
fupply of this Towne.

The fourth day of this inſtant month 
of September this great and ſteepe Hill 


was ſhaken either by ſome vvindes vn- 


der the ground, or by ſome ſecret tem- 


pe which nature raiſed from vvirhin 
her bowels :'in ſuch fort as about ſixe a 
clocke in the Euening, that vyhich ſee- 


med to be vamoucable, vvas ſeenc in a 


thortſpaceto be _ vp by. the roots, 


and borne away by the fury ofthe winds. 
A ſtrange caſe, thereneuer haning beene 
ſecneo great 8 fearfull an Earth-quake. 
This Mountaine then being {ſhaken with
